1. In mid-November 1950 there was a radar station at each important station 
on the Trans-Siberian Railway. 


2, In mid-November, along the Siberian-Manchurian border there were the 
folloving Soviet divisions: tivo artillery, three armored, three infantry, 
and one cavalry. Approximately 200,000 Sovict-traincd Japanese 2C'"'g and 
17 paratroop repincnts corprising Soviets, Chinese, Jananese POT's, and 
North Koreans were also alonr the border. 


3. On 19 November 2,300 trooos’ of the 222 Regiment, 7) Division, 25 Army, moved 
by train from Suchi (120-07, 29-26) to an undetermined areca. On 20 Novenbor 
unidentified eloments of the 25 Army were in the Tungch'ung (119-52, 26-33) 
area. 


h.  Betweon 21 and 22 November, the 20 and 23 Armics* plus an midontificd army 
of the 7 Army Group, 3 Field Army,’ moved from the tukdon-Chingyuan (12h~55, 
42-0) area to the Tunghua (125-57, )1-l3)-Chian (126-10, 1-07) area. 


5. In mid-lovember axoroximately 680 nurses and doctors were sent by Commmist 
military autloritics in Canton to an undetermined areca along the Canton- 
ankow Nailroad. Drafting of doctors and nurses from public and private 
Canton hospitals for service in the Chinese Commmist Army was begun in 
early November.
